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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant's arguments regarding the rejection 
under 35 USC 101 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. Applicant alleges that claims 13, 16, 17, 19-21 recite a specific 
signal structure that is statutory. The examiner disagrees. The claimed data signal merely comprises of data items including fields 
described as including subfields, each field iindicating a number of data items, each subfield representing a range of a sequence of 
identifier. Thus, the claimed subject matter is purely descriptive non-functional. To pass the test for statutory subject matter, the claimed 
subject matter has to recite a method, machine, manufacture or composition of matter producing useful, concrete and tangible results. 
Claims 13. 16, 17, 19-21 do not seem to pass that test because they recite data signal in pure descriptive non-functional language which 
cannot be categorized in any statutory class. Thus rejection to all claims under 35 USC 101 is maintained. 

Applicant argues that the examiner should not issue an objection to claims 16. 22. 13, 18 as substantial duplicates because claim 16 
recites "for use in a receiving device" which claim 13 does not include. The examiner disagrees, the claimed "for use in a receiving device" 
is merely an intended use of the signal, thus the objection is maintained. 

Applicant submitted a terminal disclaimer in response to the double patenting rejection. Therefore, obviousness double patenting is 
withdrawn . 
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
